A Centrally sponsored scheme of Vocatlonallsation of education Is In 
operation since 1988. On the recommendation of various review groupVcommIttees the 
scheme is being revised to make It modular in nature and competency based. The 
revised scheme of Vocational Education and Training shall be a distinct stream intended 
to prepare students for identified occupation spanning several areas of activities. The 
curriculum design shall be on multi-entry and multi-exit pattern. The curriculum shall be 
such that there shall be synergy of theory and practical training in the ratio of 1:2. The 
Industrial training will be an extension of the classroom training In the presence of 
supervisor. There shall be continuous evaluation of competencies. 

2. The revised scheme of VET envisages setting up of a National Competency 
Testing Agency (NCTA) by the Central Government to evolve criteria and methodologies 
for determining the levels of skill profiles, assessment of competencies, accreditation of 
assessment centers and assessors, quality center and other aspects related to the 
scheme. At the state level, suitable Institutions shall be Identified and designated by 
NCTA as Assessment Centers (FTIs, Polytechnics, Engineering Colleges, State Boards of 
Vocational Education etc.). They shall undertake competency testing of Individuals on 
fee basis. The Assessment Centres shall only do the testing. The credit/certificate shall 
be awarded by NCTA. NCTA should work cut a method by which a certain level of 
certification given by them Is equated with the degrees of the conventional system.. The 
credit system shall be developed and equivalence of the courses/ programmes shall be 
carried out by expert commjttee(s). NCTA shall also ensure vertical mobility within tb^ 
VE Stream. NCTA shall be set up under the umbrella of All India Board nf Voodtional 
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Education (AIBVE) already existing in AICTE and having statutory powers for setting up 
and implementing the norms and standards for vocational education.

SUBJECT: Vocationalisation of Education - Constitution of National 

Committee for Vocational Education Qualifications and 
Certifications Framework (NCVEQCF) 

No. F. 5-2/2003-TS-VIII 

In pursuance of the National Policy on Education, a Centrally sponsored 
scheme of Vocationalisation of Secondary Education at + 2 level was launched in 1988, 
modified in 1992-93, to provide diversification of educational opportunities so as to 
enhance individual employability, reduce the mismatch between demand and supply of 
skilled manpower and also to provide an alternative for those pursuing higher education. 
Based on the recommendations of various review groups/committees the scheme is 
being modified to make it more relevant and employment oriented. The courses shall be 
modular in nature and competency based. The curriculum design shall be on multi-entry 
and multi -exit pattern. The student shall have opportunity for vertical mobility to 
advanced levels of competencies in the same vocation. Opportunities for multi-skills shall 
be available to the students to improve employability. The student shall also have 
opportunity for lateral mobility to change from vocational stream to academic stream 
and vice-versa. 


2. In order to implement the above mentioned scheme, a framework is required to 
be developed for identification of qualifications based on occupational standard of 
competence at national level. The system shall describe the essential knowledge, 
understanding and skills a person should achieve to be fully competent. The 
qualifications Framework of NVE provides for a comprehensive, nationally consistent, yet 
flexible framework for all qualifications in the field of academics and technical/vocatioi^ai 
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tralntng. Recognizing the fact that schools sector, vocational education and training 
sector, and higher education sector, each ^ave different industry and institutional 
linkages, the Qualification Framework conn^ these different sectors into single 
framework incorporating levels of study, titles of qualifications and guidelines covering 
learning outcomes, pathways to the qualification, assessment and accreditation. For the 
development of the system known as "National Vocational Education Qualifications and 
Certification Frewnework" (NVEQCF), a committee of experts and officials has been 
constituted. The Committee known as National Committee for Vocational Education 
Qualifications and Certification Framework (NCVEQCF) will have the following

SUBJECT: Vocationalisation of Education — Constitution of National 

Advisory Committee on Vocational Education and Training 
(NACVET). 

No. F 5-2/2003-TS-VIII 

In pursuance of the National Policy on Education, a Centrally sponsored 
scheme of Vocationalisation of Secondary Education at + 2 level was launched in 
1988, modified in 1992-93, to provide diversification of educational opportunities 
so as to enhance individual employability, reduce the mismatch between demand 
and supply of skilled manpower and also to provide an alternative for those 
pursuing higher education. This scheme vjas reviewed/evaluated by various 
agencies in the year 1993, 1995, 1996 and by NCERT in 1998. Based on the 
recommendation of the various review groups/committees, the existing scheme 
of vocationalisation of secondary education is being revised to make it modular in 
nature and competency based. The proposed scheme shall be pn multi-entry and 
multi-exit pattern and student shall have opportunity to vertical mobility to 
advanced levels of competencies in the same vocation. This scheme shall have 
intensive interaction with industries and other employers so as to make it total 
demand driven. There is a provision in the proposed scheme to have practical 
training conducted in the nearby industry/enterprise/resource center. 

2. in supersession of the Notification No. F. 7-3/88-VE dated 20.4.90 
constituting the Joint Council for Vocational Education, it has been decided to 
constitute a National Advisory Committee on Vocational Education & Training 
(NACVET) to provide overall policy guidelines and to ensure proper 
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implementation, planning and co-ordination of the scheme of Vocational 

Education & Training (VET). Its functions shall be as follows: - 

(i) Formulation of National Vocational Education Qualifications and 
Certifications Framework (NVEQCF) based on the recommendations of 
National Committee for Vocational Education Qualifications and 
Certifications Framework (NCVEQCF). 

(ii) Formulation of guidelines for selection of institutions for vocational 
education. 

(iii) Formulation of curriculum for recognized vocational Trades and 
approval of guidelines for recognition of prior learning for Identified 
trades. 

(iv) To approve modalities for setting up of National Competency Testing 
Agency (NCTA) 

(vi) Planning and coordination of vocational Programmes conducted by 
different Organizations/Ministries; 

(vii) Lay down guidelines for development of vocational programmes at ail 
levels; 

(viii) Evolve programmes for involvement of public/private sector industry in 
vocational education; 

(ix) Prepare schemes for undertaking programmes of vocational education for 
workers and imparting vocational education through non-formal 
programmes; 

(x) Periodical review of implementation of the scheme Vocational Education 
& Training (VET).
